NOT BE ON THE POLICE BOARD

TAMMANY SAID TO BE ANXIOUS TO HAVE ROTH

THE DEMOCRATIC MPMBERS TRIED AND
TRUFE WIGWaM AMEN -HOW THE
(OIURT AT LAREWOOD
PASSED THE DAY

Lakewond, N.J. Dec. 19.—The counting of the
ballots cast at the primaries of Tammany Hall
will prabably be In progress when the nfficial
elate for New-York offices will he made public.
The slate is now practically finished, and It ia
not likely there will be many changes In It as
It now stands It will probably be made publie
officlally or semi-officially in New-York on the
night of December 25 By that time the pri-
raries will he over, and the hearthurnings witl
not be falt at the primaries

That Brooklvn will not get all that has been
eradited to har naw appears to he certaln. From
the start, almost, Bernard J. Yerk Fas been set
domn as one of the two Democratic meambers of
the Police Board. It was whispered about the
hatel to-day generally that Mr. York waa not
to get that place, and would have ta econtent
himself with a pogition on the Sewasy Commia-
gion. Men wall up in the counclls of Tammany
geem 10 think this is a fact

There are some good reasons why Mr, York
would not make a Police Commissioner acceep-
table to the Tammany men. He is & Brooklvn-
fte, for one thing, and while friendly to Tam-
many and standing well in the Democratie coun-
elig, he Is not a member of the Hall and not
closely bound to it by ties that are indissoluble.
An independent movement lu the Democratle
party might obtain blg following in Hrooklyn,
and become so powerful that the Brooklyn poli-
ilciana might find it best to bow before it. In
that case Mr. York might not be found always
where Tammany would want him.

The stalwart members of Tammany have from
the first advocated putting none hut stralght
Tammany men In thé best and most Important
places, Therefore, on a dual political board, Mr.
York would not be just such a mun as Tam-
many wants. Tammany wants two members
who at all times and under all clreumstances
could be depended upon, Therefore, it now
scems lkely that two Tammany men will be
the two Democratte Commissloners, One of the
two Republicans wili pe from New-York City,
and the other Republican will come from Brook-
I¥n. This will be another advantage. While
the two Democrats will be closely allled in every
way, the Republicans will not always be In har-
mony., They will be members of different fac-
tlons, probably, and at times may clash,

The discussions and buttonholing to-day were
not much on the line of appointments under the
municipal government, but under the county of
New-York. There were two departments under
digcuseicn. They were the Sheriff’s office and
the DMstrict-Arttarney'e. Mr. Dunn has heen
down here most of the time quietly awaiting
his turn.
